Buenos Ayres importers. Some of the 
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leading stores make small purchases direct 
from manufacturers. The principal trade 
directory shows the following number of 
watchmakers and jewelers in the larger 
centers of this district: Cordoba, 25; Tucu- 
man, 18; Mendoza, 21; Santa Fe, 13; Salta, 
5: Parana, 7: Corrientes, 9. No informa- 
tion as to the importance of these houses 
is available.

There is a demand for all 
the usual articles of adornment and per- 
sonal use found in the United States or 
Europe. Solid gold chains are made 
largely in the country, but there is a good 
market for imported gold-plated chains. 
In the cities 12 and 18 karat gold rings are 
in demand, while in the country districts 
10 karat and gold plate are used. The 
same is true of cuff buttons. Pins, lockets, 
charms, etc., are usually 18-karat gold if 
set with precious stones, otherwise 10 or 
12 karat or gold plate. Fine bracelets are 
usually 18-karat gold. It is impossible to 
give any idea of prices, as these present all 
possible variations 


STYLES—TASTES—TER M S—REQUIREMENTS. 

The styles’ followed are European in the 
main. The models of the preceding year 
usually dominate, although styles appar- 
ently do not change very frequently and 
the local market has certain peculiar tastes 
which distinguish it in a measure from the 
European. Dealers here apparently make 
no distinction between rolled-gold plated 
and electroplated jewelry. 

Rosario dealers buy throughout the year. 
Orders during certain months are usually 
somewhat larger, but there does not seem 
to be any tendency to confine buying to 
certain seasons. 

The retailer who imports from Germany 
is usually given eight months’ credit from 
date of invoice. French jewelry is usually 
sold for cash. Normal terms given retail- 
ers by Buenos Ayres importers and jobbers 
are five to six months, although this de- 
pends on the standing of the customer and 
the importance of the order. Some retail- 
ers have current accounts, and in some 
cases large orders will be paid for in 
monthly instalments extending up to two 
years. 

MARKET FOR AMERICAN JEWELRY. 

No feeling of antipathy to American 
merchandise has been discovered among 
Rosario jewelers. The local dealer does 
not know a great deal about American 
jewelry, because American exporters have 
made little effort to get in touch with him.

The Argentine cys- 
tomer bas tastes which differ from our 
own, and these tastes cannot readily be 
supplanted. Our European 
realize this and give the Argentine cus- 
tomer what he desires. If American manu- 
facturers expect to obtain a share of the 
trade proportionate to the importance of 
their industry they will have to study Ar-

gentine tastes very carefully and try to 
conform to them. A jewelry dealer may 
go over the illustrated catalogue of an 


American factory and 
dozen models which his customers could 
be induced to take. It is especially true of 
jewelry that the manufacturer’s tastes can- 
not be forced on the customer. Unless the 
prospective purchaser can find what he con- 
siders attractive jewelry he will go with- 
out.

PARCEL POST BADLY NEEDED. 

Another very important factor in intro- 
ducing our jewelry here is that of shipping 
facilities. As already indicated, fine jewel- 
ry is imported to a large extent by parcel 
post, particularly from Germany. A local 
jeweler states that his German correspond- 
ent can send him three parcels of 10 kilos 
(22 pounds) each with one set of papers. 
In this manner he can place small orders 
for jewelry, which he_ receives’ more 
promptly than by freight. Customs entry 
of parcels is also more expeditious and 
there is said to be less danger of theft on 
board. A parcel-post service would be of 
great value in furthering trade relations be- 
tween Argentina and the United States 
Besides offering unusual facilities for im- 
portation of a wide variety of valuable 
products, such a service would permit local 
importers to receive sample orders of goods 
that they would like to try but are not fa- 
miliar with, the result being that they hesi- 
tate to place a reasonably large order with 
the attendant expense and trouble of im- 
portation. 


LITTLE DEMAND AT PRESENT. 


There is little demand for jewelry at 
present (November, 1914) on account of 
the business depression. As a result of 
this, imports of jewelry fell off very heav- 
ily during the first six months of the pres- 
ent year. The situation has been further 
aggravated by the war. It is difficult to 
foresee the end of the present depression. 
Much depends on the coming crop, pros- 
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pects for which continue to be good, and 
on facilities for marketing it.

The proportion here, according to one of 
the members of a well-known jewelry firm, 
may be reckoned as follows: 18-karat gold, 
o) per cent.; rolled gold, 10 per cent.; gold 
plated, 10 per cent.; silver, 20 per cent.; 
silver plated, 5 per cent. This applies to 
the capital city. In the smaller cities of 
the interior the proportion of the cheaper 
grades would be far higher. The rolled 
gold is generally understood here to be far 
more durable and trustworthy than gold- 
plated ware. 

There is a special liking for American 
cheap jewelry. American styles, however, 
should be made to conform to French 
models for all places in Latin America if 
they are to suit the general taste.

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Chicago Grocer and Friends ‘‘Buncoed”’ 
in Sales of Alleged Platinum and 
Pawn-Tickets. 


Cuicaco, Ill., May 15.—A few days ago 
two strangers entered a grocery store at 
3lst and La Salle Sts. and said to the 
grocer, “We are two crooks from Nebraska. 
We have committed a number of robberies 
there and the Pinkertons are after us. We 
have 13 pounds of platinum valued at $15,- 
000, and we want.to get rid of this in a 
hurry. We will take $1,500 cash for it, 
and if you find us a customer we will give 
you 10 per cent. commission.” 

The grocer didn’t know that there 
hardly 15 pounds of platinum in the en- 
tire State of Nebraska, and he also didn’t 
know that 15 pounds of platinum in round

numbers was worth less than $10.00). or 
less than two-thirds the sum mentioned. 


He told the two supposed crooks that he 
did not know anyone who would purchase 
this platinum, but they said he should try 
and find a customer, and that they would 
be back in two days. That afternoon a 
salesman selling paper and twine came into 
the grocery store, and the grocer told the 
salesman about the wonderful bargain that 
was offered. The salesman’s cupidity was 
aroused and he in turn told his brother-in- 
law of the great opportunity there was to 
get rich quick. The brother-in-law and the 
salesman found that all the money they 
could raise was $450 in cash, and together 
they repaired to the grocery store to inter- 
view the two supposed crooks. 

The two latter exhibited the platinum 
and gave a sample to the salesman and his 
brother-in-law. The two latter took the 
sample to a jobber in the Heyworth build- 
ing, who in turn sent them to Thomas J. 
Dee & Co., in the Mallers building. A 
clerk at Dee & Co.’s pronounced the sample 
to be genuine and paid $17.98 for it. 

Visions of great wealth opened up be- 
fore the salesman and his brother-in-law. 
They met the two supposed crooks by ap- 
pointment at the grocery store soon after 
and bought one-third of the platinum for 
$500, giving in payment therefore $450 
cash and a diamond scarf pin which the 
TWO supposed crooks accepted for $90. To 
further show the salesman and his brother- 
in-law that they were on the level, the two 
supposed crooks surrendered pawn-tickets 
on which $300 had been loaned, and as it 
is usually known that a pawnbroker ad- 
vances about 50 per cent. of the cost, the 
salesman and his brother-in-law believed 
that if they redeemed these pawned goods 
they would receive jewelry to the value of 
$600 and thus make 
tickets. 

The purchasers then took the quantity of 
platinum to the same jobber in the Hey- 
worth building, who in turn sent them to 
Goldsmith Bros. Smelting & Kefining Co., 
and this latter company pronounced the 
supposed precious metal to be only worth 
a few cents a pound. The grief that the 
salesman and his brother-in-law 
over this painful discovery can readily be 
imagined. After the first shock of their 
$500 loss was over, they were buoyed up 
in the hope that as their equity in the pawn- 
tickets was $300 they would still lose only 
£200 on the transaction.

Having no more ready money on hand 
they interested another relative in their 
scheme, and armed with a sufhcient amount 
of capital to redeem the pledges, if they 
were worth it, they sought the advice of 
a 30-called diamond expert, who agreed to 
visit the pawn-shop in question and ex- 
aiine the pledges. In due time the pawn- 
shop was visited, the expert pronounced 
the pledges to be as represented on the 
tickets, and the $300 worth of diamonds 
were redeemed plus the interest. 

The trio, minus the diamond expert, 
brought back the pledges to the self-same 
jobber in the Heyworth building, who 
thought that the diamonds looked very 
queer. They called in another expert, this 
time a good one, and he pronounced the 
diamonds very fine white sapphires and 
worth absolutely nothing. 

The trio then thought that the 
broker had been in collusion with the sup- 
posed thieves, and they proceeded to in- 
vestigate. They found, however, that the 
pawnbroker’s books showed that he had 
advanced this money on the jewelry, and 
that according to law had recorded the 
pledge with the police department of Chi- 
so therefore no matter what they 
thought the pawnbroker had done, or how 
much he might te in collusion with the 
supposed crooks, everything had been done 
according to law, no irregularity could be 
provea against ihe pawnbroker and that 
the victims had no redress whatsoever. 

Thus ends a sad tale.

University of Wisconsin Installs Course 
in Jewelry Manufacturing. 

Mapison, Wis., May 12.—It is safe to 
say that the University of Wisconsin 1s 
one of the first universities in the United 
States to install a course in jewelry manu- 
facturing. In response to the permanent 
and increasing demand for hand-made 
jewelry, the manual arts department of 
the university has this Spring put in a new 
course in the art of cutting, polishing and 
mounting semi-precious stones. W. H. 
Varnum has been placed in charge of the 
work. 

The course has aroused considerable in- 
terest and many students are taking up the 
work under the direction of Mr. Varnum. 
It is found that there is nothing particu- 
larly difficult about the work, and nearly 
ail the students are able to very 
creditable tasks. 

Those in charge of the manual arts de- 
partment say that it has been demonstrated

that an expert in turning out hand-made 
jewelry can make good money and can 
easily dispose of his product. Artistic 


“craftsman” watch fobs and stickpins which 
will sell for several dollars can be made in 
a few hours and at a very slight cost for 
material. 

Several of the stones, including jade and 
moonstone, and much of the material, in- 
cluding iron and copper, are obtainable in 
Wisconsin. An up-to-date lapidary’s wheel 
and considerable other new equipment have 
been installed in the new department at the 


university.

Lhe Oneida Community, Ltd., Oneida, 
N. Y., has been put to considerable annoy- 
ance recently through the operations of a 
man who has been representing himself as 
connected with this house, either as sales- 
ian Or as advertising manager. This man 
has visited the jewelers of the middle west 
ostensibly in the interests of that concern, 
but some of those on whom he has called 
he has induced to cash drafts upon jewelry 
houses, and from others he has obtained 
orders and collected an advance deposit. 
In most instances the man used the name 

of “A. L. Block.” 

The officers of the Oneida Community 
state that they have no idea who the man 
is. They say the so-called “Mr. Block” has 
never been in their employ and that he 1s 
not known to any of the sales force of the 
house. They ask the trade to help them in 
having this misrepresentation stopped, in- 
asmuch as the man, as far as this house 
is concerned, is an impostor. 

The man’s operations have continued for 
According to a jeweler at An- 
tigo, Wis., when in that city he represented 
himself as advertising manager of the 
Oneida Community and cashed two drafts 
drawn on the Block Jewelry Co., of Mil- 
waukee, for $65, and also a draft on the 
Spaulding Hotel for $35. These drafts 
were returned marked “no authority to 
draw.” While in that town the man car- 
ried a card of identification signed by the 
American Jewelers’ Protective Association. 

When he appeared in Chicago, it is said, 
he represented himself as a salesman for 
the Oneida people and took an order for 
one of the concern’s patterns from some 
men who were about to open a hotel in the 
outlying districts. On this he received $10 
deposit in advance. Also at another hotel 
or restaurant he induced a party to cash a 
check, was later returned marked 
“no funds.” The man is known to have 
operated at Appleton, Wis., also, where he 
took orders ostensibly for the Oneida Com- 
munity. 

From Minneapolis, Minn., word was re- 
ceived that a man, believed to be the same 
party, who calls himself “Block,” claimed 
to represent the Oneida Community and 
the Queen City Silver Co. After taking 
in order for hollow-ware \linne- 
apolis house he induced the firm to cash a 
draft for him on the L. Block Jewelry Co., 
which was also protested on the ground 
that he had “no authority to draw.” While 
in Minneapolis he carried an identification 
card of the National Jewelers Board of 
Trade of New York. The man in Wiscon- 
sin is described as a cripple, or at least 
one of his legs is shorter than the other, 
wears an extension cork sole and 
walks with a limp. 

At the offices of the American Jewelers’ 
Protective Association and the National 
Jewelers Board of Trade it was said that 
they knew nothing of the man in question 
and could not imagine how he had obtained 
identification cards signed by them. At 
the American Jewelers’ Protective Associa- 
tion -Secretary Robinson stated that no 
identification cards had been issued by this

Edwin P. Benedict was born in Rossville, 
S. I., 73 years ago. After receiving an edu- 
cation he entered his father’s business as 
2 clerk when about 18 years of age. This 
business was for many years located at 
Wall and William Sts., until the big fire 
in the downtown section of Manhattan. 
Shortly after the fire, which destroyed Mr.

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Pittsburgh Department of Public Safety 
Starts Campaign Against Question- 
able Jewelry Auctions. 

PittspurRGH, Pa., May 14.— Director 
Charles S. Hubbard, of the department of 


public safety, yesterday ordered one 
jewelry auction house in this city closed 
because it is alleged questionable methods 
were indulged in. He warned several 
others. While the city has no ordinance 


regulating auctions, it has certain police 
powers in that direction which it can use 
and which must be obeyed. The director, 
however, made no move until he had sent 
out an imvestigator to make inquiry and 
report found. As a result of this 
investigation the “fly-by-night” concerns 
will be given no quarter. 

The report submitted to the directors, as 
a result of numerous complaints made to 
him, contained the names of several con- 
cerns conducting jewelry auctions and the 
methods alleged to be employed, as con- 
tained in the investigator’s report, are most 
interesting.

For instance, the investigator 
entered one store down town 
and found two men and two 
women identity he knew mingling 
with about 30 others. He says in his re- 
port that the persons whom he recognized 
known as “feelers” and “shil- 
The method he alleged that they 
used was a sort of procedure to impress 
the public that the goods are being sold 
cheaply. The investigator also said that he 
noticed that when a diamond ring was of- 
fered the spectators were insulted and were 
often told that they were cheap individuals 
for not bidding. He said that he saw 
the proprietor and the clerks mingling with 
the crowd urging them to buy. 

When anyone successfully bid on any 
one article and went to the cashier’s desk 
to make settlement the cashier, it is al- 
leged, would say that credit would be given 
yn the article bid on, at the same time 
showing another article in its place, but the 
original they would not give him. 

When an article, it was alleged, was put 
up valued at, say, $20 and it looked as if a 
bidder would get it for that amount or less, 
the signal would be given for a “fake” bid- 
der to enter, and he would bid it up so 
far that the legitimate bidder would have 
to drop out. This practise, the investigator 
says, was continued the entire time that he 
was there. 

The investigator reported that when he 
arrived at another jewelry auction he saw 
three men and two women loitering about 
the place and at intervals they would bid 
on articles. He said that in the 45 minutes 
that he was there these people would bia 
at intervals. They would walk up to the 
cashier’s desk with the articles apparently 
to pay for them, but they never took the 
away. He said that his suspicions 
were aroused when he saw these same per- 
sons chase away newsboys who had been 
attracted to the front of the place. He 
returned the same afternoon and saw two

He went back the same night, when two 
of the same men and one of the women 
were there and foreigners were being 
urged to bid on goods. 

He visited another place in another 
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street and saw the same practises in force. 
On one occasion a foreigner bid on a thin- 
model watch, but when he went to the 
cashier’s desk to settle it is alleged an- 
other watch was substituted. 

As a result of these reports the director 
called in one proprietor and notified him 
that his place would be closed. The man 
admitted that he had used women “shilla- 
bers” and that they were necessary to his 
business. Many business men were among 
those who complained to the director, and 
the latter has found that their complaints 
have in most instances been well founded. 
[t is quite likely that an ordinance regu- 
lating these auctions will be presented to 
the city council. 








Recent Decisions by the Board of 
United States General Appraisers of 
Interest to the Jewelry Trade. 

\mong decisions rendered curing the 
past week by the Board of United States 
General Appraisers sitting at New York 
one on the protest of Dieckerhoff, 
Raffloer & Co., New York, regarding the 
duty on hat pins made of brass, gilded and 
set with imitation precious stones, and said 
to be valued at less than 20 cents per dozen 
These were assessed by the Col- 
lector at 85 per cent. ad valorem under 
Par. 448 of the Act of 1909. The importers 
contended that the merchandise is com- 
monly and commercially known as jewelry, 
and as such properly dutiable at 60 per 
cent. ad valorem under the same _ para- 
graph. An examination of a_ sample 
showed that the importers were correct in 
their contentions and the Board, therefore, 
reversed the original classification of the 
Collector and placed the duty at the lower 
rate. On another consignment of hat pins 
imported by J. G. Johnson & Co., New 
York, the Collector placed duty at the 8&5 
per cent. rate. The importers in this in- 
stance raised the same contentions and 
were upheld by the Board. At the hearing 
the latter importers also produced other 
hat pins, but as the only witness intro- 
duced failed to substantiate certain con- 
tentions made in the protest the importers 
finally waived their claims and allowed the 
duty to stand as originally placed by the 
Collector. 

Massee & Co. were also among the im- 
porters whose protests were upheld. Ham- 
mering machines with all accessories, in- 
cluding die stamps, were classified by the 
Collector as manufactures of metal, and 
as such a duty of 20 per cent. ad valorem 
denied. This rate the importers 
claimed was excessive, contending that the 
machines were properly dutiable at 15 per 
ad valorem as machine tools. At-the 
trial it was shown that the machines in 
question are used in the manufacture of 
jewelry chains, are operated by other than 
hand power and used to work upon metal 
with the aid of cutting tools. The Board 
after being fully convinced that the 1m- 
were correct in their claims, re- 
versed the Collector’s finding.

The same firm also 
imported a consignment of hatpins, fobs 
and coat chains, on which the 
Collector placed a duty of 89d per cent. ad 
valorem under Par.

The importers failed to in- 
troduce any samples and submitted only a 
limited amount of testimony, which was 
almost entirely given in describing these 
articles. 

\braham & Straus, Brooklyn, N. \ 
protested against the Collector’s classifica- 
tion on a large variety of women’s orna- 
ments. All of the articles, it was claimed 
by the importers, were improperly assessed 
by the Collector at 85 per cent. ad valorem 
as articles of personal adornment. These, 
the importers further asserted, were prop- 
erly dutiable as jewelry, and as such were 
entitled to enter this port at 60 per cent. 
ad valorem. As to the necklaces, brooches, 
la vallieres, pendants and pins, the Board 
held that the importers were correct in 
their contentions and therefore upheld the 
protest. The Collector was nevertheless 
affrmed in his action in placing the 85 per 
cent. rate on pins, chain and shoe buckles.

“The Etruscians, too, went to nature for 
inspiration. The Greeks and Romans used 
both nature and the human figure. Gold 
ornaments were used by the ancient Greeks 
in their dress and we can readily see from 
specimens in our collections, how nature in- 
fluences their designs. Through all of the 
influence is 


Mycaenean work, the same 
found. We see the leaf repeated many 
tines, formed into various designs. The 


Greeks wore earrings and in the design of 
these we see ideas taken from nature. 
“In Roman times, some of the best work 
is seen in gold and silver, and many of 
the designs are patterned from nature. 
They used the human figure, birds, animals 
and many other forms of plant and animal 
life. In the early Rennaisance, we find 
beautiful designs taken from flowers, but 
although we have these beautiful speci- 


mens of handicraft preserved to us, we 
know very little about their origin, or just 
how 
signing. 

‘Probably the master craftsman was a 
designer and the designer a master crafts- 


Without 


these ancients went about their de- 


man. doubt, his apprentice sat 
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beside him ard carried out his ideas with- 
out even drawing them first. All these 
things are different to-day. We have too 
much drawing. The training of the de- 
signer to-day means that he must receive 
a very careful and systematic course. 

“A careful study of nature in all its 
aspects is a very important preparation. 
We have an abundance of specimens to 
choose from, including marines, animals, 
birds, plants and many other forms. It 
is necessary to choose what will best adapt 
itself to the kind of jewelry in the process 
f making. Not everything is adaptable, 
and careful choice must be made. After the 
materials selected, it is neces- 
sary for the student to make careful draw- 
ings of the desired subject. He must study 
detail drawing from several different view- 
points. 

“He must study growth and structtfires, 
and translate parts into line. The leaves, 
stems, blossoms, buds—all must be studied 
carefully to get the most important ideas 
of the plant. This done, it is easy to trans- 
late the idea into jewelry designs. The 
horse chestnut is a very good specimen for 
close study and suggestion for design, as 


nave pecn 


are all sorts of seed pods. Flowers can 
also be made into all sorts of patterns, 
some simple and others very complex. 
\fter we have studied nature, the next 


thing is to translate the subjects into terms 
of jewelry. 

“Wheat makes a splendid subject for 
study and snowflakes have wonderful pos- 
sibilities. Shelis have many suggestions 
for us because of the spiral markings, as 
have also fossils. 

“Another thing which can be 
jewelry designing is to start with a line, 
called the line of force, and see how many 
designs we can make, using it in all sorts 
of combinations. We see a line in the 
palm tree, the elm, the morning glory, the 
honeysuckle and other plant forms. All 
these were used by the Egyptians in their 
designing

and small animals give us a good 
chance for making odd designs and all 
extensively in 

made in line and mass and 
then the designs are evolved. For instance, 
with the butterfly, the first thing is to study 
the outer shape, then note the markings 
and the colors in the wings. From these 
the designs are made, perhaps using just a 
small part of the whole butterfly. 

‘The beetle, the seahorse, and the pea- 
cock, with its wonderful markings and col- 
orations, are very much used, each produc- 
ing pleasing effects. Designs are also mad 
from feathers with the brilliant colors put 
on in enamel. Stones are used and add 
much to the beauty. Seaweed is full of pos- 
sibilities for jewelry designing. All of these 
forms may be translated into designs in 
one way or another, but the designer must 
stretch his imagination more or less in 
work of this character. 

“As a matter of fact, jewelry is nothing 
more or less than the setting for some 
stone, and whatever is placed around it 
ought to support or form a background for 
it. The ornament should not be more im- 
portant than the stone, but should be in 
perfect harmony with it.”

follows: In January, 1914, one Meddy ob- 
tained from Michael and Joseph Rosenthal, 
New York jewelers, two gold mesh bags 
which were delivered to him on memoran- 
dum. On the same day he pawned them 
with the People’s Collateral Pledge Society 
for $275. Meddy disappeared, and the Ro- 
senthals brought an action in_ replevin 
against the pawnbroker, which was tried in 
the Municipal Court last January without 
a jury. The facts in the case were ad- 
mitted, except, on behalf of the pawn- 
brokers, it was alleged that Meddy in his 
memorandum business with the plaintiffs 
had had the property turned over to him 
to sell and was to return the property or 
the money to the owners; that the latter 
had, therefore, extended to him a general 
power of sale, that he was vested with all 
the indicia of ownership. The pawnbrokers 
therefore contended that in dealing with 
him they were protected by the Factor’s 
Act to the same extent as they would be 
in dealing with any other salesman or 
agent. 

On behalf of the jewelers it was claimed 
that Meddy had no power of sale, that he 
was purely a batlee and could give to an- 
other no better title than he held himself: 
also, that the Factor’s Act has never been 
held to apply where the goods or evidence 
of title were procured without the consent 
of the owner. It was further claimed that 
the failure to report on the part of Meddy 
made him guilty of common law larceny, 
and as the title could not pass to a pawn- 
broker or anyone else from a thief, the 
Factor’s Act could not apply. 

Municipal Justice William Young, before 
whom the case was tried, agreed with the 
intention of the jewelers and found against 
the pawnbrokers, and the case having come 
to the Appellate Term of the Supreme 
Court on appeal, this tribunal has now af- 
firmed the decision of the court below.

Co-operation in Eliminating Credit Hazards. 


Means of Regulating Necessary Credit—Organizations and Jewelers’ Clubs a Most Helpful Factor—Up to the Local 
Club to Put Loss-Preventing Plans Into Practice.

i= of the chief differences between the 
ancient and the modern temperament 
is that people formerly accepted scourges 
and cataclysms, and losses of various other 
kinds, as inevitable, being visitations from 
heaven and, therefore, inescapable. Now- 
adays few such afflictions are regarded as 
necessary; and when there is an epidemic 
of typhoid or a breaking out of the plague 
the sanitarians get busy and eliminate the 
cesspools and the mosquitoes, the bad water 
and the rats. 

By getting at the causes of 
working to remove them it has been dem- 
onstrated in numerous instances that the 
burdens which were formerly taken as a 
matter of course are preventable, and that 
the losses which were regarded as 
certain may easily be avoided. That is why 
tuberculosis is being fought successfully; 
the consumptive, who would have been 
doomed without being given a chance a 
few years ago, is now being put out in the 
sunshine and fresh air, and in many cases 
wins his way back to health and strength. 
men are learning, too; 
good many things that they once tolerated, 
because thought that the grin-and- 
bear-it attitude was the only one that could 
be taken, are now being fought, and many 
times gotten rid of. The spirit of reform 
and the demand that a custom or an evil 
show why it 1s still prevailing are respon- 
better.

Those who do not care to suffer 
bad practise simply because their fellows 
in the trade are suffering have the modern 
spirit which demands “Why?” before ac- 
ceding to a condition of that kind. 

\ preventable loss which has least ex- 
cuse for existence, and yet which hangs on 
most persistently, is that which is the re- 
sult of ill-advised credits. And this ap- 
plies just as much to the jeweler who is 
confining his business to open accounts Or 
handling credits on the club basis as the 
out-and-out instalment house. Everybody 
who extends credit must deal with the 
credit hazard, and everybody who does a 
credit business of any kind must expect to 
credit But they should un- 


have losses. 





doubtediy be held to a minimum, and the 
question is how to do this most success- 
fully. 

The efforts of most jewelers along the 
line of controlling the credit risk have been 
too lacking in vigor to get proper results. 
It is as though the men who fought the 
plague in New Orleans had been content 
to kill one rat, or 100, when the destruction 
of every rat in the city was the only sure 
way to get rid of this source of contagion. 

[It goes without saying that the cash-only 
system would be the ideal one, and it is 
equally obvious that such a system is im- 
jewelry business. The 
goods are staple but not necessary, and the 
problem of the day is how to stimulate de- 
mand by making it convenient to buy in- 
stead of limiting and circumscribing it by 
credit. Credit is necessary; 
difhculty comes in regu- 


possible in the 


eliminating 
and the 
lating it. 

Many cities of the country have jewelers’ 
associations or clubs. These organizations 
are doing splendid work, and have im- 
proved conditions in numerous ways. The 
business has profited immensely through 
their operations, and instead of cut-throat 
competition, which was formerly frequently 
in evidence, it is customary now to find 
the members of the trade handling their 
business on a basis which makes for profit 
and livable conditions all around. This is a 
credit for which belongs in 
large measure to the associations. While 
the national and State organizations are 
doing a splendid work it is largely along 
theoretical lines, while the local club can 
put these theories into practise. It has the 
greatest possible opportunity to get real 
results. 

sut it is a remarkable fact that few of 
the local associations have given as much 
attention to the vital factor of credits as 
it deserves. There are occasional discus- 
sions of the necessity of eliminating the 
dead-beats, but ordinarily nothing specific 
is done and conditions remain largely un- 
changed. Perhaps this is because the evil 
is not large, and because the sum total of 
the losses does not loom up as important 


main 


change the 


compared with the total volume of busi- 
especially in the case of the jeweler 
who flatters himself that his is a high-class 
trade. 

But consider the fact that while the 
amount of money lost through bad credits 
may be small in comparison with the total 
volume of business, it is much larger com- 
pared with the net profits of the year’s 
work; and that is the only logical way to 
regard it. If these accounts were collected 
they would be “velvet,” because the ex- 
penses of handling the business have al- 
ready been paid for out of the other 
sources of revenue. Consequently, if the 
jewelers can evolve a system which will do 
away with most of the credit losses they 
will add substantially to their net profits. 
There reason why this cannot be 
done. 

As a matter of fact, the number of those 
who habitually attempt to beat the jewelry 
stores is not great, taking the population 
Most people are 
honest, and intend to pay their debts to 
the jeweler as well as to the grocer, the 
landlord and the others who supply the 
n-cessaries of life. There are two classes 
into which bad accounts may be divided— 
those who would pay but cannot, and those 
who could pay but will not. Those in the 
first class are victims of circumstances; and 
there is no way to avoid getting them on 
the beoks, because customers with good 
credit are constantly vetting into bad con- 
dition and losing their ability to pay. But 
there is no reason why the jeweler should 
stand for the operations of the dead-beat, 
who refuses to pay because he is that kind 
of vulture and manages to live without 
working very hard by the simple expedient 
of letting his creditors support him. 

The remedy for preventable credit losses 
is simply this: At every meeting of your 
association let the secretary be given the 
names and addresses of the “lame ducks” 
on the books of each store. If a jeweler 
believes that their credit is poor, and if he 
would no longer sell them, there is no rea- 
son why he should object to listing their

the information and get the detailed cir- 
cumstances of the case. Sometimes there

At all events, he has 
the vital factors which determine the car- 
acter of the account before him and is in 
a position to deal with it intelligentl, 
That is all there is to the system, but it is 
very efhcacious.

Second—The advantages of securing val- 
uable information from one another. 

Of course, this is of no value to some 
merchants, especialiy to those who know all 
there is to know about their line of busi- 
ness, and especially about their own busi- 
The fellow who says. “I never allow 
another to dictate to me what I shall do,” 
and he who says with a sneer, “I guess | 
know how to run my own business better 
than someone else,” will not welcome the 
chance to secure information from a fel- 
low-merchant. And the fellow who would 
be afraid to ask a question of a competitor 
for fear he might find him only too eager 
to give him a “bum steer,’ and some others, 
would not get this advantage from a local 
but the merchant who is open 
to learn, who is not above asking for in- 
formation when he needs it, will 
untold benefits of this kind from his inter- 
merchants in ‘his own line.

This is a priceless benefit to those who 
enjoy it. Here is the way one jeweler ex 
pressed himself at a convention: “To me 
the local association stands for opportunity 
—opportunity to know my brother jeweler, 
to feel that because he is in the same busi- 
ness and his interests are along the same 
lines he is more to me than the butcher and 
the baker. And | am glad that the day has 
come when we can get together and tell 
each other our troubles and problems and 
in that way avoid some of the mistakes 
which we otherwise must make. 

“Tl remember a line of goods I thought | 
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would like to try out. My neighbor saw 
them in my window and the first time we 
met he took the opportunity to say ‘Go 
careful on that line. I[ have tried it out, 
and it didn’t move on this street.’ Now, 
although we are neighbors, our trade docs 
not contlict As he puts it, he gets the 
sports and | get tne saints. 

‘| have often been called up by mem- 
bers of the association warning me about 
sneak thieves. A tew years ago a compet- 
itor would have been glad to have me the 
victim of sneak thieves, but the associa- 


tion has altered the feelings towards each 
other of every member. To-day we co- 
operate, we pull together and benefit great- 
ly by doing so.”

Co-operation in hundreds of towns and 
cities has saved the retailer thousands of 
dollars in profits distributed in the shape 
of commissions and discounts to favored 
Clergymen have from time 1im- 
been granted a discount of 10 
This has been cut off where there 
are live associations. Clergymen are now 
paid an adequate salary and are not en- 
titled to a discount on account of their 
profession. Dressmakers, chauffeurs and 
others have similarly been reduced to the 
status of common purchasers, and now have 
to pay full price. Schools, churches, fra- 
ternal and similar organizations 
are not given the discounts that were for- 
merly granted. This giving of discounts 
is a trade custom survival of olden times 
and the conditions that gave rise to the 
reasons for granting the discounts have 
long ago passed out of existence.

Merchants’ associations have been espe- 
cially active in securing agreements from 
their members in regard to the reduction 
of moneys paid for fake and useless ad- 
vertising schemes, buying of tickets, etc 

The following is an from the 
address of a secretary of an active associa- 
tion in a city of 30,000 inhabitants. “An 
agreement was signed by more than one 
hundred and fifty of our merchants and 
manufacturers relative to programs and 
other advertising. 

“The agreement stipulates that no one 
shall transact business with any solicitor 
for advertising or the purchase of enter- 
tainment tickets, unless such solicitor shall 
present a sanction card issued by the Com- 
mercial Club. (The organization is known 
as the Commercial Club.) 

“Each and every proposition shall be 
investigated by a secret committee of three 
members who shall pass upon the worth of 
the same and shall either give their endorse- 
ment and issue a card or turn the propost- 
tion down. 

“During the month of December, the first 
month in which the agreement was in et- 
fect, there were twenty-five applicants for

“Out of the twenty-five nine were issued 
cards, sixteen being turned down as unde- 
sirable or worthless advertising

In the course of this investigation of in- 
stalment selling 1 have found quite a tend- 
ency in the direction indicated by Mr 
Wildman. A good many important instal- 
ment houses have been toning down their 
advertising appeal and getting away trom 
the “easy to buy” atmosphere. 

But betore citing other instances [| am 
going to quote Mr. Wildman further, and 
in a more general way, on the subject ot 
his firm’s advertising: 

“When I first took up the 
proposition at Castelberg’s | found, after 
a minute investigation, that they were 
spending an indefinite amount of 
each year for local publicity, and that ad 
vertising was being placed indiscriminately 
in various small and large media, a great 
deal of it being of the so-called reciprocit) 
nature—advertising given in return tor 
some past dealing with the customer. The 
majority of the money had been placed 1n 
newspapers and programs; and at that par- 
ticular time the firm was also using a full 
run in the Baltimore street cars 

“In brief, we came to these conclusions: 

“That were making a 
bid exclusively for local trade we should

“We then fixed our appropriation, based 
on three per cent. of our gross receipts for 
the coming year, and began to shoot out 
our stuff thick and fast.

At 
Christmas we get up a number of letters 
for each outside salesman to send to his 
clientele, and in other ways we co-operate 
with them. When we advertise a special 
sale of any merchandise we load these 
men up with the advertised goods and give 
them suggestions and helps toward selling 
these articles. 

“Our theatrical trade also is important. 


We have a man who devotes his entire 
time to this particular end of the busi- 
ness; and, of course, the publicity here 


is of a more refined and dignified nature. 
Novelty advertising is used to a greater 
extent in this particular phase of the busi- 
Such things as gold pencils, gold- 
tipped cigarettes with our name on them 
and other novelty advertising is put out 
from time to time throughout the year.

A spring when coiled in a bar- 
rel may to all appearances seem to be cor- 
rect in every respect, and only its removal 
will reveal certain faults

in question. Very seldom i1s_ the 
spring examined, even when replacing with 
a new one, it being left to the good faith 
f the spring manufacturers to employ 
steel of either an inferior quality or which 
may be badly tempered. One may often 
find springs that have been replaced with 
the height or thickness of the blade incor- 
rect. It is therefore not to be wondered 
at that the watch with imperfections at its 
very source, the motive power, cannot be 
made to go correctly, though its other parts 
nay be in fair order.

wbor, just like any other movable part of 
the watch, such as the motion work: and 
the spring, as mentioned before, must be 
unconditionally free to develop with the 
greatest of ease. When cleaning a main- 
spring it should not be cleaned in benzine: 
the benzine entirely removes the oily sur- 
face that the spring develops after a short 
while, and which would ultimately cause 
the spring to break. Tissue paper or a 
sott linen rag is the best medium for clean- 
ing the spring, and the latter should not 
be stretched out, as is very often done, but 
cleaned by going gently backward and for- 
ward along its curvature. The center coils 
may be cleaned with the aid of a piece of 
pegwood. When winding the spring into 
the barrel it should be done with the aid 
of a mainspring winder only, and not with 
the fingers, as is very often done even by 


men who know better. There is on the 
market a winder that is very satisfac- 
tory indeed and is operated very easily 


and causes no unnecessary distortion to 
the mainspring, the fingers being entirely 
free from the spring during the whole op 
eration of winding and slipping into the 
barrel. | 

The lubrication of a mainspring is an- 
other important factor to be taken into 
consideration. Very often when removing 
the barrel cover it will be tound that both 
it and the barrel are literally choked with 
a foul, sticky oil, if it may be called such, 
which may be due to either a very bad in- 
ferior oil being used or else the accumula- 
tion of the oil put there by 
watch repairers. The spring should be lib- 
erally oiled, not flooded, and a small quan- 
tity placed at the bottom is also advisable; 
only the best oil should be used—that 1s, 
an oil that is free from acid and neither 
too thick nor too thin in consistency. The 
spring in a fusee watch requires hardly any 
oil at all; just a moistening of the coils is 
all that is required so that it will not rust. 

A great deal of friction exists between 
the coils of a spring when in the barrel. 
In order to eliminate this as much as pos- 
sible mainsprings are made with the outer 
coil curved backward, so that the spring 
out of the barrel takes the torm of a

The 
size Of barrel and standard of watch will 
then have to be your guide in selecting the 
spring. <A spring when already 
coiled should just drop into the barrel; if 
it does so it indication of its 
strength and length.

American springs will not be difficult to 
select, as they are graded according to the 
grade and type of watch; but with most 
Swiss springs care will be required in their 
selection and fitting. All mainsprings when 
coiled in their respective barrels should be 
long enough for the barrel to make no less 
turns. The space each spring 
should be no more or less

Insufficient Foreign Postage and the 
Trouble it Causes. 

\WASHINGTON, D. C., May 8.— Numer- 
ous reports which are constantly reaching 
the Bureau of l‘oreign and Domestic Com- 
merce trom all parts of the world indicate 
that the practise of American business 
men in sending out their foreign corre- 
spondence insufficiently stamped is a fac- 
tor which affects very unfavorably the 
natural extension of our foreign trade. In 
an endeavor to impress upon American 
commercial interests the importance of this 
matter the bureau has printed in the “Com- 
inerce Reports” and distributed in other 
ways various articles pointing out the ef- 
fect which instances of this kind have upon 
our business relations with foreign firms 
This department has also presented the 
matter to the Post-Ofhce Department, 
which has at all times shown a spirit of 
interest and co-operation. The last-named 
department has just issued instructions to 
postmasters which, supplemented with the 
earnest efforts of representative commer- 
cial organizations, should secure’ very 
definite results. The text of these instruc- 
tions is as follows:

Copies of this order will, of course, go 
to every postmaster in the United States. 
It seems, however, that the commercial or- 
ganizations can very effectively supplement 
this step by taking up the subject person- 
ally with each postmaster and asking his 
co-operation in carrying out the instruc- 
tions of the Post-Offce Department. 

In connection with this matter E. E. 
Pratt, chief of the bureau, stated it 1s 
hoped that commercial organizations will 
also encourage the use of international re- 
ply coupons for those wishing to prepay 
postage on letters of inquiry going to for- 
eign countries.
